NOTES ON QUIROGA INTERVIEW, CD 75, PP. 705-6 (Preliminary j 4/2/70)

I think you all have my letter of l/5 to the Archives, requesting disclosure 
of those two pages, and the enclosed notes based on the index and Bringuier's 
book. The Archives, of course, referred me to the FBI, and I wrote Rolapp on 
1/24. I got a letter dated 3/25 from Kleindienst (i), enclosing a copy of the 
pages and adding that they "do in fact report an interview with Mr, Carlos Quiroga 
concerning Mr. lee Harvey Oswald." I am quite surprised, since the legal basis 
I cite for releasing this material - that it had been disclosed in substance in 
the published documents of the Commiss ion - is at best arguable. Perhaps this 
improvement in their treatment of my request - compared to that for the 544 Camp 
pamphlet from the FBI's files, which took many months to get - is a result of 
the changes in personnel; more likely it was caused by the threat of a suit like 
Harold's. They were certainly not required to confirm that the unnamed source 
was in fact Quiroga. 

It is hard to see how these pages could have justifiably been withheld tinder 
any of the guidelines in the first place, 

I will have CD 75 cheeked for a page listing informants (such as 1?K?69). If 
there is one, and T-5 is not listed, that makes Quiroga a person who has "furnished 
reliable information in the past," Keep that in mindl It is not clear what good 
and innocent reason there was for not using his name in the report. 

"Who is "LAC"? Presumably a Special Agent, but not familiar to me from CD 75* 

The major oddity in this version of Quiroga 's story is his claim that on 

8 / 16/63 he notified "the police" of the leaflet distribution. He told the SS three 
days later that he had notified the FBI on that occasion, "and the FBI had given him 
the cold shoulder." (CE 3119, p. 21) I have noted (my memo of 5/?/68) that the 
Kaack report (CE 826) does not mention the 8/l6 incident, and that the DeBrueys 
report does not cite a source for its description of that incident. Quiroga said 
that the police arrived after the persons_ (sic) passing out the handbills had gone, 

DeBrueys reported that Qswa3.d and his companion remained' in front of the I1M for 

only a few minutes and departed. Did DeBrueys perhaps take Quiroga 's word for it? 

Quiroga told both the FBI and the SS that he had reported his visit to Lt. 
Martello. (Martello forgot about that, if it ever happened, in his testimony - 
see 10H62.) He told the SS that Bringuier had ordered him to infiltrate the FPCC 
after the 8 / 9/63 arrest, but the FBI version suggests that this liras done on Quiroga 's 
own initiative after the 8/l6 incident. 

Bringuier told the SS that Quiroga "had gone to Oswald's home on several 
occassions." (CE 3119, p. 14) Quiroga reported only one contact. I wonder what 
Garrison got out of him? 

Who was the "Representative of Puerto Rico?" Is there an interview of him? . 

I wonder if the "booklet on Cuba" which Quiroga got from Oswald and gave 
Bringuier is the Lamont pamphlet with the 5^ Camp address? We could ask Bringuier, 

I guess. 

Last sentence of FBI report: any reason to ask about Quiroga 's car? 

Quiroga was interviewed by SS SAIC Rice before 11/ 30/ 63 • (CE 3119, p. 21 
mentions this.) I don't think I have any report of that interview. 

Comment: remember that Quiroga was the key link between Oswald and F'errie, 
Arcacha, &c« in Garrison's "case" (I think). If he was a fairly regular FBI 
informant at the time he visited Oswald, no wonder he didn't end up as a witness 
before the Commission. 
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
